It needs assistance 
in this vital area of 
Soccer development — 
and not unfairly having 
its lifeblood sapped 
away. 

Despite some popular 
opinions over the years, 
it is inevitable that 
there will be lesser 
teams and players in 
grades from UIS to U2I 
than in the younger age- 
groupings. 

Youth players have 
yarious commitments in 
education, employment 
and so on. 

Taking into account 
the 56 Youth League 
teams in U—IS and U16 
grades, there are more 
than 700 teams from U15 to 
U21 in the 13 Sydney 
associations, 

All is not lost on the 
face of these figures. 

But there is a seri- 
ous imballance between 
the Youth League and 
the districts. Above 
that, there is too much 
dilation in football 
standards in the Youth 
League.
